Capital isi the only power that offers 


man remuneration for labor. No man 
without capital can hire -labor and pay 
for it. Capital erecta buildings, con- 
Btrucis railroads 
and canals, builds 


ehips and pushes great 
enterprises. 


Capital does this, and yet in one sense it 
does not do it, for a dollar has neither 
brains, no' hands nor feet. It cannot 
lay a brick, dig an excavation or raise a 
column. Labor alone can do this, but 
capital must prove the pioneer in these 
enterprises. It must first of its own vo- 
lition move to effect these enterpi isre or 
nothing is done. Labor cannot move 
capital. A thousand laborers might 
combine and select a spot which in their 
judgment would be a proper place for a 
manufactory or a route for a railroad, 
and go to wort; but when Saturday 
night came, not ono dollar of capital 
would appear to pay wages. 
Capital 


must first be convinced that an enter- 
prise will return a profit before it invites 
1 tbor to become employed and pays for 
it. Without the aggregation of capital 
in the hands of enterprising men, no 
great enterprise which affords work and 
wages to those who have labor to sell 
would ever be attempted; and in these 
days of cloee competition in business, 
no^buainess could succeed and no factory 
could run without the guiding hand of 
some one or more men of ability who 
control the investment. Much senseless 
war has been made on capital by 
thos3 who can not get along without 
the opportunity it gives for the employ- 
ment of labor and much senseless exac- 
tions have also been made by capital, 
but the fact still remains that no man 
can move capital to the employment of 
labor unless those who control capital 
can see a profit in making it work 
These are not only plain everyday prac- 
tical facts but complete a condition. 
Too many who depend upon the activity 
ot capital do not realize these things. 
They have been made to believe by 
demagogues and false teachers that 
because nothing can be accomplished 
without labor, that, therefore, labor is 
the only element worth considering as a 
factor 
in 
developing 
the resources 


of 
a country.

tire S!00,000.000. lie will take all or 
none. The reason for Mr Morgan's 
confidence of entire success is that he 
will make an offer bo advantageous 
that 
no other 
proposition 
can 


stand in his way. This offer is to 
purchase the entire 8100.000,000, pay- 
ing principal and premium in gold, 
and, in addition, furnish an amount in 
gold equal to one-third of the issue, or 
833,333,333.33, in exchange for green- 
backs. The government gold reserve 
will thus not only be brought up to the 
recognized limit, but will have a large 
surplus for its protection. 


The price which the syndicate will 


offer is not exactly known by any one 
beside Mr. Morgan. It will be consid- 
erably more than S1.04H paid last 
February. 
This low premium was 


paid because of tlie provision in the 
contract compelling the syndicate to 
protect the treasury reserve. No such 
contract will be made this 
time. 


Therefore, a higher price will be paid.

BANK CASHIER SUICIDE. 


Sensational Death at Taylorville 


Early This Morning.

of the city and farmers of this county, 
had committed suicide at his home, by 
tiring a bullet into his brain. The fatal 
shot was fired at about 7:30 a. m., but 
the body was not discovered until about 
an hour later, when tbe sister of the de- 
ceased, Miss Mary Slater, arrived, at 
the house to find her brother a corpse. 


Lyman Slater for 19 years had been 


connected with the banking house of 
Vandeveer & Co., for a greater part of 
the time as cashier. 
A year ago he left 


and went to the First National Bank 
where he held the position of cashier. 
The new system of banking at his new 
place was strange to Slater, and the 
names of the patrons of the bank were 
not familiar to him. He became ill and 
in a measure discouraged. 
Then his 


mother died and ho became despondent. 
The officers of the bank suggested that 
Slater should take a rest and go west, 
and he agreed to do so. 


Yesterday he went to Springfield on a 


freight train to visit his brother-m-law, 
John G. Drenrjan. While at the state 
capital he bought a vial af laudanum at

coast 
defenses,

which Senator 


Squires is chairman, it was shown by 
statements made before the committee 
by officers of the bureau of engineers 
that there is immediate need by the 
department of 82,500,000 to be ex- 
pended 
for torpedoes and torpedo 


mines and for land defenses. The dis- 
cussion of the torpedo system by the 
committee demonstrated that the tor- 
pedoes are of little value unless they 
are defended by guns, as they can easily 
be removed by an enemy unless pro- 
tected by artillery. 


In case of a sudden emergancy it 


would take at least a year, if the appro- 
priation were made, to procure the ma- 
terial, manufacture the torpedoes and 
put them in place at the principal ports 
of the United States. 


The chief of the engineers advocated 


the expenditure of $12,000,000 during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, ]S»7. 
This sum, it is said, would not provide 
the money necessary to be expended 
by the ordnance bureau for guns and 
gun carriages, but would cover the 
cost for emplacements for guns and of 
torpedoes. 


The hearing is conducted in regard 


to the bill introduced in the senate by 
Senator Squire, providing for the de- 
fense of tlie principal seaports of the 
country.
